‘Cutting alfalfa hay too early is a 


serious mistake. Experienced growers 
have a tendency to cut the crop before 


ing crop more time to grow and get as 
many cuttings as possible in a season. 
Advancing the harvesting date a few 
days may kill the alfalfa. Early cutting 
, often checks the growth severely, the 
plants turn yellow, and the weeds and 
grass grow s0 rapidly the alfalfa is 
likely to be smothered. 

Harvesting alfalfa according to the 
signs in the moon, an old superstition 
most modern farmers have abandoned, 
has killed many acres of alfalfa. Ak 
falfa has been grown long enough as a 
hay crop in the middle west for old 
timers to have learned that the signs 
of the moon and the stage of the bloom 


are not good guides to follow. 


Neither should alfalfa be allowed te 
go too long. There is no exact date 
when the cuttings should be made.

When the blossoms appear 
it is time. to watch for the sprouts, the 
growth for the second crop.

ENTIRE WORLD 
LACKS RESERVES 


BY CHARLES D. MICHAELS. 

All the American grain markets are 
closed today because of Memorial day. 
‘The end of the May contracts will come 
tomorrow. There is always more inter- 
est at the culmination of the May deliv- 
ery than in any other month in the year 
because May is traded in to a greater 
extent and for a longer period than any 
other delivery. 

The short interest in May wheat is re- 
garded as small. If Saturday’s trading is 
any indication, it is below the average, 
as only 250,000 bu were dealt im on that 
day. Expectations are that around 300,- 


.| 000 to 400,000 bu will be delivered on May 


sales tomorrow. There will also be a 
good delivery of corn and oats. As no 
contracts are open for June, there will be 
no deliveries next month. It will be 
no surprise to see nearly 2,000 cars of. all 
graing here. 

No World’s Reserves of Wheat. 

A feature of the wheat situation tne 
world over is the absence of reserves at 
the end of the crop season, which is near 
at hand. In the United States the 
wheat erop year ends July 1. In Europe 


present indications the world will go into 
the season of 1921-'22 with practically no 
reserves of old grain, the carryover of 
both wheat and rye being light. 

The United States will have a small 
carryover of wheat on July 1 and con- 
sumption in leading countries will start 
on the new crops as soon as available.

Crop 
experts who have been over the winter 
wheat country find considerable deterior- 
ation. The Kansas state report has cut 
the yield down to 115,000,000 bu, or 26,- 
000,000 bu less than last year and l11,- 
000,000 bu short of the five year average. 
It is estimated that Kansas, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, and Texas have lost 25,000,- 
000 bu from the May government returns.
